The Geological Society Considers the Life 


of the Flow ID Ohio. 


Natural gas engaged the attention yes- 


terday morning of the members of the 
American Geological society, who are 
holding their first annual session at the 
American Museum of Natural History. 
Professor Edward Orton, state geologist 
of Ohio, presented an elaborate paper on 
the "Origin of the Rock Pressure of Na- 
tural Gas in the Trenton Limestone of 
Ohio and Indiana." 
Professor Orton 


said: 


"Natural gas derived from the Tren- 


ton limestone has supplied during the 
past year and is now supplying all the 
fuel and a considerable part of the arti- 
ficial light that is used by at least 400,000 
people in northwestern Ohio and in cen- 
tral Indiana. Within the same line it is 
the basis of a varied line of manufac- 
tures, the annual product of which will 
make an aggregate of many million dol- 
lars. More than forty glass furnaces, be- 
sides steel milh, potteries, brick works 
and a long list of factories, in which 
cheap power is a desideratum, have been 
built up on all sides." 


Professor Orton discredited the theories 


that the rock pressure of the gas is due 
to the weight of the overlying rocks or 
to the expansive force of the gas. He 
went into an elaborate argument to show 
that the rock pressure of gas in Trenton 
limestone of Ohio and Indiana is hydro- 
static in its origin. "There is no dan- 
ger,'' he said, "that the great gas reser- 
voirs of today will 'cave in' or 'blow up' 
after the gas is withdrawn from them. 
The gas will not leave the porous rock 
until the salt water drives it out and 
takes its place. 


"This doctrine lays the ax at the root 


»f all the optimistic theories which blos- 
'(om out in every district where natural 
gas is discovered, and especially among 
the real estate operators of each new 
field, to the effect that nature will not 
fail to perpetually maintain or perpetu- 
ally renew the supplies which we find so 
delightfully adapted to our comfort and 
service. So far as wo are concerned, it 
is certain that nature has done about all 
that she is going to do. 


"No doctrine could exert a more health- 


ful influence on the communities tnat 
are enjoying the inestimable advantages 
of the new fuel than this. If it were at 
once accepted it would add to the dura- 
tion of these precious supplies of power. 
The ignorant and reckless waste that is 
going on in the new gaa fields is lament- 
able. The most of it conies from city 
and village corporations that are bring- 
ing the gas \\ithm their boundaries to 
give away to manufacturers whom they 
can induce on these terms to locate among 
them. To characterize the use of a mil- 
lion feet of natural gas a day in a single 
town for Ijurnin^' common brick, for ex- 
ample, ur in ruleinmg common lime- 
stone, tlit-re is ;i good n ord at hand— 
v;ui(lalisni. 


"Thr> geologists may make themselves 


temporarily disagreeable thereby, but 
just as far as they convince those that 
are interested they lengthen the life of 
the precious supplies. Judging from the 
present indications, the Trenton Jirne- 
btone gas in Ohio in not likely to be long 
lived. It teems entirely probable that 
the term of its further duration can be 
e\presnpd within the limits of a number 
of one digit. Iu con-iderable sections of 
the lield the salt water is very aggresMvo. 
It requires a steadily increasing pressure 
on the wells to hold it back. 


"There is hKi ly to l» great disappoint- 


ment in «n.it is called g.io territory. 
The pressure ami \olnme of large areas 
are found to fail tngi-thcr. "\VelU draw 
their supplies from long distances. A 
force of even u section J. mile quare may 
he effectually drained of Us gus without 
a well being drilled upon it. Natural 
gas is a very admirable product, but its 
highest office, after all, should be to pre- 
pare the wa\ for something better than 
itself, vi/,., artificial gasoous fuel—better 
for the rea~oi that n hile it furnishes all 
the intrinsic adianLige* of natural gas 
it will be free from the inevitable disad- 
vantages of treasures secured in the way 
this gas has been secured."—New York 
Sun. 


In a Holloiv Tree. 


About two anil one-half miles east of 


this city is a lanie redwood tree twenty- 
four feet in diameter, which is hollow, 
the inside having been burned out many 
years ago. The tree is in a lone place, 
and is seldom visited by any one save an 
occasional hunter who may stop there 
for shelter from the .storm. A few days 
ago a hunter was attracted to the spot 
by the sound of voices. What was his 
surprise to find snugly ensconced m this 
novel place a family consisting of a man 
and his «ife and three children. To close 
the opening in the tree a rude door had 
been constructed of deerskins. Inside 
the tree benches and tables had been con- 
structed of reriw-ood bark fastened to- 
gether by wooden pins. 


The head of the family stated that he 


came from Oregon last fall, and not being 
able to pay rpnt for a house had moved 
his family into this living home. He 
had thus far made a living by odd jobs 
on farms near by, being careful to never 
state when- his home was. One of his 
children, a lad about lo years of age, 
stated that in.- had caught about seventy- 
five coons and forty foxes in a steel trap, 
and had disposed of the skins for enough 
to clothe the family. The boy himself 
was dressed in a suit of coonskms. 


The mother bore the appearance of a 


once beautiful woman, and her speech 
showed she had been well cultured, 
They were all very reticent about their 
former life and how they had been re- 
duced to such straits. Ihey expect to 
spend the remainder of the winter in 
this sylvan home.—Healdsburg (Cal.) 
Cor. San Francisco Chronicle. 


GETTING DOWN TO BUSINESSi 


The Industrial Union and Their 


Work—Saw Wood. 


A business meeting of the ladies of the 


Charitable and Industrial Union was held 
yesterday, at which it was voted to lose 
no further time in establishing an Indus- 
trial Home and Lodging House in Kecf- 
tur, to be run in connection with the no- 
ble benevolent work that has been inau- 
gurated in our fortunate community 
through the wisdom and efforts of the 
active members of the Woman's Club. 
The purpose is to first select a location 
and then engage a suitable person to be 
placed in charge of Ihe institution. There 
are indigent and unfortunate people who 
if they had a place where they could 
labor for what they eat and for sleeping 
accommodations, would eagerly avail 
themselves of the opportunity. Pride 
prevents them from asking for gifts of 
food or lodging. Let them know that 
work will be provided, such as sewing for 
women and wood-sawing and other labor 
for men, and there will be a feeling of 
independence, and the sting of poverty 
will be removed. 
Those who deserve 


help will then be aided, and the Indus- 
trial Union will be in a position to carry 
on its plans in a business way, while 
those who ee«k aid and get it will in a 
measure give value received in labor. 


The ladies|will soon be able to announce 


the opening of the Industrial Home and 
Lodging House. Wise heads and willing 
hands are at work m the commendable 
enterprise. It will doubtless be on a 
small scale at first, but as the years come 
and go, the venture will grow and develop 
into a large institution such as every city 
the size of Decatur ought to have. 


In then- efforts the ladies are promised 


the substantial aid of the city council, 
and that ought to mean a great deal. 
Every city tax-payer is personally inter- 
ested in the matter of reducing the pau- 
per population in the community, and 
this is one Way of giving personal inde- 
pendence to the indigent, and putting 
them in the way of earning a living. 


The proceeds of the entertainment at

An Important Amendment to the Mo- 
Klnley Cnstoma Administrative Bill. 
WASHIXGTOS, Jan. 23,-The ways and 


means committee had under considera- 
tion yesterday morning the McKlnley 
Customs Administrative bill (afterward 
reported to the House) and made some 
technical changes in it, one ot which 
will be of great interest to importers 
and brokers, and of importance to the 
Government aa well. The amendment 
provides that where an appeal shall be 
made from the classification of articles 
imported, the goods shall be held at the 
custom-house until the appeal is deter- 
mined. 


The proposal of this amendm nt was 


suggested by the recent decision in the 
celebrated Philadelphia "ribbon case," 
involving 86,600,000. It has been the 
custom, as in this case, for importers to 
bring in goods under protest, the appeal 
being under consideration for years, 
sometimes, before its final determina- 
tion. If the appeal is sustained the im- 
porters collect from the Government 
the 
difference 
between the 
legal 


duty 
and 
the 
duty 
charged 
on 


all the goods imported under protest, in 
the "ribbon" case running back to 1883. 
These cases it is said are -worked up by 
sharp broker? who undertake to prose- 
cute the appeals on a contingent fee. 
The money recovered from the Govern- 
ment is thus divided between the broker 
and the <mporter, and the Government 
suitors while the consumer gains noth- 
ing-The effect of tbe new regulation, if it 
is agreed to, will not bo to block impor- 
tations. A case of goods on which a test 
appeal 's made will bo held until theap- 
peal is determined, 
If the importer 


chooses to enter an appeal or protest on 
other goods of the samp character, they 
also will bo held, but if he chooses, ho 
may continue to import these goods 
under the old duty. He will not be en- 
titled to recover any overcharge, how- 
ever, except where protest and appeal 
has been entered. 


A Plea lor Economy. 


WASHINGTON, 
.Ian. 
23.— Secretary 


Windom has written a letter to Hon. 
JohnLind in regard to the bills now 
pending before Congress making a num- 
ber of cities ports of entry and ports of 
delivery. After discussing the various 
bills in detail and opposing the passage 
of them, lie says: "I deem this a fitting 
opportunity to invite attention to the 
undesirability of legislation whereby 
ports aro created at places where there 
is no necessity therefor. The, number 
of existing ports is now far in excess of 
the needs of business, and the expense 
of collecting the revenue is greater 
than it should be in consequence. In 
my judgment ports should only be es- 
tablished on the seaboard and frontier 
at places where there is commerce with 
foreign countries and at such interior 
points as may propeily be regarded as 
distributing tenters. The fixed appro- 
priation for collecting the revenue from 
customs is now and has been for several 
years insufficient for the. proper neces- 
sities of the service— a condition of af- 
fairs largely owing to the existence ot 
expensive and unnecessary custom es- 
tablishments." 


The Oklahoma Town-Site Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.— The Oklahoma 


Town-site bill which passed the House 
yesterday authorizes the Secretary of 
the Interior to appoint three commis- 
sioners for each town in Oklahoma to 
determine disputes as tu titles of land, 
the disputants to have the right of ap- 
peal to the courts or to the Interior De- 
partment.

provides, among other thing*, that a 
claim made by a United States marshal, 
deputy marshal, or other officer or agent 
of the Government. who was in the Ter- 
ritory prior to the time for entering the 
Territory fl\-od by the President's proc- 
lamation, or by un\ person who entered 
the Tetritory or took possession of land 
in advance <'f that tune shall be held 
invalid, nor shall the claim be valid 
when the pei'Min, being lawfully within 
the Territory purr to the appointed 
time, selected beforehand a townsite'on 
winch, after that time lie filed a claim.

Close Call for Paul Macoughtry at

t was while Paul was flourishing the 
word that Forest reached for the pis- 
ol.

\.a he pulled it out the weapon went off, 
nd the bullet struck Paul in the side, 
'aul did not fall nor faint, but walked 
nto another room and laid down npon a 
ounge.

How They Wo« «W> Sxow. 


Great interest has been mamf««ed 


emce Saturday afternwn m the running 
of the electric cart, as thia was the flrrt 
enow sto^m of any magmtu* since thej 
had been in operation 
To their credit 


be it said that they worked admirably, 
and that had it not been for the horse 
cars on the same tracks passengers by 
the electrics would have had little to 
complain of 
The newly equipped elec- 


tric snow plows were put on early m the 
afternoon, and with one exception did 
their work admirably, while to supple- 
ment them in several cases an ordinary 
plow was pushed ahead of a motor tar 
The tracks of the electric lines were as 
cleanly swept as if by hand, and the 
smooth rails all day Sunday were in 
marked contrast to the ice coated iron on 
other lines. Good work in this direc- 
tion with the bulk of the snow once off, 
was done by the small brushes carried 
bv each electric car 


The electric plows are novelties in their 


way, and most interesting to watch at 
work 
Each sweeper consists of a plat- 


form car mounted on a four wheeled 
truck two Thomson-Houston motors con- 
necting with the axles furnishing motive 
power 
Underneath each end of the car 


is a large cylindrical brush reaching 
across the track at an angle of about 
43 degs 
Upon the car is an electric 


motor of fifteen horse power, which 
runs these brushes at a rapid rate of 
speed 
An upright standard in the cen 


ter of the car supports the trolley, which 
is similar to those on the box cars, and 
around it is a group of incandescent 
lights 
The motors which run the car 


are of thirty horse power. The car runs 
either way, and the brushes are so geared 
that the one on either end can be oper- 
ated while the other is lifted from the 
track Thfy sweep the track very clean, 
and throw clouds of fine snow ahead of 
them as they do it —Boston Journal.
